The negotiating committee of Antioch's Grade School 
board walked out last Wednesday during a negotiating 
session with District 34 teachers. "7: 

The walk-out, occurred iwhen teachers brought to the ^ 
meeting a professional union negotiator. Glen Smith, from 
Lake Villa. 

The teachers maintain that a "professional negotiations , 
agreement" made with the board at the! onset of 
negotiations in April gives both sides the prerogative to- 
use professional consultants. 

DR. DONALD SKIDMORE; District 34 superintendent, 
acts as professional consultant for the school board. Up 
until last Wednesday, the teachers have chosen to come to 
the bargaining table withouLa professional consultant, a 
right they maintain they have always held. 
* According to Bruce Jablohski, chief spokesman for the 
board in negotiations, the board had informed teachers in 
April that they- would not negotiate with a professional 
negotiator for the teachers in the room. 

Jablonski says the reason for this is that boards 
members want no outside influences in negotiation 
sessions. 

"WE FEELTHAT we don't have to accept any outside 
MluenclTbyir person who has no-vestcd-intercst-in-the_ 
district ... weteel we can negotiate with the teachers one 
on one," he said. 

Teachers feel that negotiations meetings should be open 
to the public. 

"We think -the community should see what the school 
board is doing," says Rick Bryan, spokesman for district 
teachers. " 
The board is not in favor of making negotiation 

meetings public. , • _-

Teachers haye, as a whole, received very poor publicity 
in the last few years. The Antioch District 34 elementary 
and junior high teachers have beon responsible employees 
who have always reported: to work even when'there has 
been no signedlcontract. Perhaps the public is interested 
in what the teachers do, rather than what they do not do. 

Teachers give a gr6at amount of personal "time to their 
jobs. Many arrive early and leave late. These hours 
. before and after school are spent planning projects and 
programs, grading papers, changing bulletin boards, 
helping, students, and conferring with parents. .Teachers 
donate days before school opens to prepare their 
classrooms. At home, papers are graded and recorded, 
educational materials made, and special lessons planned. 
This is the teacher's own lime. This extra time means the 
difference between effective, creative teaching and 
merely adequate instruction for your child. 

Salary is based and paid on 185 days of teaching, with no 
paid vacations. Even though salary increases have not 
kept pace with inflation, teachers stil) spend many dollars 
out of their own pockets for job related materials. Look 
around the classrooms at educational games, art projects, 
science activities, resource books, and other instructional 
materials. Then ask how much these materials cost the 
teacher in money and in time. 

District 34 teachers are doing their best to provide 
quality education for the children ofAntioch, To this dale, 
these teachers are working without a contract.

3. OPENING A DOOR, 

If you feel you must open the door, do it the 
right way! (A) Brace shoulder, against the 
door, feet apart, front foot 2" from door to act 
as a stop. (B) Keep head turned from door 
opening. (C) After pressure is released, get 
down on hands and knees and cautiously open 
the door. >' 

Remember, fire heats arid expands air causing 
pressure on door, opening the door may cause

5. CLOTHING ON FIRE

Smother fire by wrapping a rug, blanket or 
coat around you, or rolling slowly on floor or 
ground until fire is out. Protect your face by 
covering it with your hands.

If you hear a strange noise outside your door, 
check ...

6. JUMP ONLY AS A LAST RESORT 

Straddle window sill with only one leg 
: remaining in the room (protect leg with 
blanket or other covering). Open window at 
top, pull bottom section of window down to 
your teg. 

If you must jump, hang by your hands before 
you fall. This will reduce your fall by 6 feet or

7. HOME PRE-FIRE PLANNING 



Determine a way everyone can sound a family fire alarm (holler, pount on walls, use a 
whistle, etc.) Remember, fire may prevent you from reaching other rooms. Everyone 
should have an emergency escape exit(usuatly a window). Make your own escape plan 
(see sample sketch)." Be sure everyone can open windows and screens easily. Have an 
outside meeting place ... to check if everyone is out. ; ^ 

Arrange a special way to help infants and elderly (such as having an outside ladder 
handy to use.( Don't waste time getting dressed or gathering valuables ... In a fire, 
every second counts ... everyone must act quickly. Conduct regular fire drills.

J "The~bni. -commonly known as the t 'Boltle ; Bill," was 
approved in.the House committee on energy and natural 
resources but failed to gather sufficient votes to pass the 
House .of Representatives. ■ 



SINCE THAT TIME Iowa and Connecticut have been 
added to the list of states requiring deposits on all soft 
drink and beer - containers. Previously enacting such 
legislation were Oregon, Vermont, Michigan and Maine. 

Rep. Pierce has promised the environmental groups- 
thai he will introduce effective litter control legislation in 
(he 1979 General Assembly, using the "Bottle Bill" as the 
basis for the new legislation. 

Pierce insists that the new legislation will prevent the 
economic dislocation feared by some groups if a "Bottle 
-Bill'- Ts passed and less' cans and. bottles are 
manufactured. 

Workers in these plants will be .protected, Pierce 
declared, under provisions being drafted in the new 
legislation,.
